Darwin’s Importance. 

Darwin’s importance to the 
United Nations has grown. as 
Japan’s tide of conquest has rolled 
southward. Its location on <Aus- 
tralia’s northernmost rim gives it 
a strategic position not only as a 
fleet base but also as a gateway 
for supplies for the defense of the 
Commonwealth. Air raid alarms 
had sounded there several times 
before—as: early as Jan. 2—but 
only aerial scouts had approached 
and there had been no -bombing 
before, 

At the start of the war in the 
Pacific, Darwin was essentially a 
reserve base for the United Na- 
tions behind Manila, Singapore 
and Soerabaja and Amboina in the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

Now Japan's hordes are poised 
for an invasion of Java, the site 
of Soerabaja, and all the others 
already are in enemy hands. 

Soerabaja is less than four hours 
flying time from Darwin and Am- 
boina is only 675 miles to the 
north, 

The loss or incapacitation of 
Darwin might, therefore, banish 
the United Nations’ fleets from 
that area of the Pacific.

Twenty-three men from. the’ St.

The list was made public today 
b the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington. Those named were mem- 
bers of the garrisons at Guam and

With the interruption of com- 
munications, the Navy did not have 
precise information about all indi- 
viduals, but listed as prisoners 
those not otherwise accounted for.

19 (AP). — A Panama-registered 
tanker .was torpedoed off the 
Dutch Island of Aruba today in 
a.renewed outburst of German 
submarine activity deep in. the 
Caribbean Sea, Aneta News Agen- 
cy announced. 

The attack was said to have 
occurred this morning. 

Aneta reported that earlier in 
the morning “some projectiles had 
landed in the neighborhood of the 
Standard Oil refinery on Aruba”

Aneta added that authoritative 
sources said, however, that “ it is 
not excluded that these were stray 
projectiles not fired by the enemy.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day that the nation should expect 
attacks “all along our coasts and 
other places” like the raids made 
by submarines on The Netherlands 
Caribbean islands of Aruba. 

He urged at a press conference 
that the country be prepared also 
for pressure, from “thoughtless 
persons,” to scatter defensive 
forces to meet such attacks. 

“Yielding to that would 
be the surest way I know of to 
lose the war,” Stimson said. Vic- 
tory will be won, he declared, by 
massing our forces to carry the 
war to the enemy. 

“We are on the front lines our- 
selves now,” Stimson said. “We 

can’t buy our way out, we can’t 
produce our way out. We can only 
fight our way out by ‘hard, intel- 


ligent fighting.” 
Preparations for Offensive. 

He gave assurances that urgent 
preparations were being made now 
for offense. 

Noting criticism which he said 
had been voiced for failure of the 
United Nations to seize the initia- 
tive, Stimson promised that “we 
will seize every opportunity for 
counterattack and the offensive, 
and every opportunity for sur- 
prise.” 

He announced that 90,441 volun- 
teers joined the Army in January, 
more than doubling the record of 
any month before Pearl Harbor or 
in the first World War. 

“This shows the men who are 
going to fight this war are. not 
yielding to the defeatism or despair 
we sometimes hear of back of the 
fighting fronts,” Stimson said, 

Three Reserve Divisions Called. 

He announced at the conference 
that three historic divisions ._ had 
been ordered into active éervice 
and that a battalion of Filipinos 
living in. the. United States had 
been formed as a part of the 
Army’s expansion. 

To speed expansion of land 
forces, he said, men would.be as- 
signed to the new divisions almost 
immediately after their induction, 
eliminating the 13 weeks of basic 
training normally undertaken at 
— — training centers. The 
basic training will be provided in 
the divisions themselves. 

The divisions ordered into ser- 
vice, on March 25, are\the Seventy- 
seventh, Eighty-second and Nine- 
tieth infantry divisions, of the or- 
ganized reserves, which since their 
demobilization after .the First 
World War have -existed only in 
skeleton form. 

The Seventy-seventh, made fa- 
mous in 1918 by the episode of 
the “lost battalion,” will be assem- 
bled and trained at Fort Jackson, 
8S. C., with Maj. Gen. Robert L 
Eichelberger ; 

The Ejighty-second Division, 
which in the World War included 
Sergt. Alvin York, will train at 
Camp Claiborne, La. Maj. Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley was assigned to 
command it. 

The Ninetieth Division will train 
at Camp Barkeley, Tex., and be 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Henry 
Terrell Jr. It was known as the 
“Alamo division,” in 1917-18 be- 
cause its members came from 
Texas and Oklahoma. 

Stimson also announced that the 
National: Guard’s 18 large sqyare 
divisions would be reorganized into 
smaller, streamlined, ‘triangular 
divisions, to conform with other 
units of the armed forces. 

The three new reserve divisions 
ordered into service. are the first 
of 27 reserve divisions to be called 
out in expanding the Army this 
year to 3,600,000. men. :

dead. Telling it may explain why 
men fight to protect their homes. 


The gallows stands just off the 
main highway to Rzhey and Riga. 
It consists of two upright poles 25 
feet high, with a crossbar at the 
top 20 feet long. In peacetime 
rings hung from the crossbar, for 
this was a children’s playground. 
Now the rings are gone, and there

He thought its saleability 
was in no way impaired by recent 
disclosures of slush-fund scandals 
involving a former management of 
Union Electric.

Bond Issue Sales. 

Largest. offerings of Union Elec- 
tric securities have been in the 
last five years. Previously bonds 
were sold in amounts of five to 15 
million dollars. -In June, 1937, in 
connection with consolidation of 
some of the subsidiaries of Union 
Electric Co. and simplification of 
the capital structure, a first mort- 
gage bond issue of 80 million dol- 
lars was sold, with an interest rate 
of 3% per cent. At the same time 


‘an issue of 15 million dollars in 


short-term notes was sold, the in- 
terest rate being 3 per cent. 
Proceeds of these issues were 
used to a large. extent to retire 
earlier bonds on which interest 
rates were 4% to 5% per cent. 
These retirements, however, neces- 
sitated calling the older bonds be- 
fore maturity and the payment of 
premiums (excess over face value) 
aggregating about four million dol- 
lars. The new bonds were sold to 
investors at par, but the proceeds

For the notes the 
company received 99.62 per cent of 
par after payment of gross com- 
missions of $131,250 to the. brokers. 

It was in the 1937 refunding that

plesauce. Mixtures of fruit pod 
and pulp are being sent that can 
be made up with other dried fruits 
into marmalade by added water 
and a little cooking. 

Other dried foods especially use- 
ful now are the nourishing stand- 
bys, dry peas and dry beans. 

According to nutritionists, foods 
lose none of their calorie value in 
drying, and probably none of their 
minerals or proteins. They prob- 
ably lose varying amounts of vita- 
mins, depending on the food and 
the method of drying. Science to- 
day is working to find if dried 
foods possibly can be made more 
valuable than they already are by 
perfecting the methods whereby 
the fruits retain every bit of their 
vitamin value.

GAIN IN BRAZILIAN 
RUBBER TO BE SLOW 


‘RIO DE JANEIRO, Feh. 19 
(AP).—Experts estimated today it 
would take until 1945 for Brazil to 
produce annually the equivalent of 
one month’s rubber requirement of 
the United States. 

The long-range forecast said that 
a boost to the maximum. possible 
within the next two years would 
make available for export possibly 
30,000 tons in 1943 against current 
possibilities of 20,000 tons.

Wild plants, chief producer of 
Brazilian rubber, are a possible 
source of increasetl output. 

Fordlandia, the 2,500,000 acres of 
scientific, cultivated plants started 
by Henry and Edsel Ford in 1929, 
still is in experimental production. 

Brazil turned out 19,000 tons 
of crude rubber last year, of which 
the United States took 5000. tons. 
Brazil used 8500, tons, Argentina 
2800 tons and Axis nations took 
2000 tons, informed sources said. 

Although Brazil cradled the 
crude rubber industry, its produc- 
tion problems are difficult, com- 
plicated by the fact that the 400, 
000,000 to 500,000,000 wild rubber 
trees are scattered over the mam- 
moth Amazon River Basin area, 
mostly inaécessible jungle. 

Of the 500,000 persons in the rub- 
ber area, many are primitive tribes- 
men, making the labor supply

feel even more deeply than the 
citizens, They. would like nothing 
better than to leap over the. bar- 
riers of time and distance and 
bring the sword and the torch to 
the vitals of the foe, But they 
know, as the citizen does not al- 
ways know, as even the Senator 
does not always seem to know 
(though he could inform himself), 
that in modern war to strike sure- 
ly and effectively demands prepa- 
ration, care and forethought. 


Words Are Weapons. 


It is high time that our public 
men should realize that giving 
range to their impatience or ignor- 
ance in public addresses is playing 
the enemy’s game.

Japan jumped across 
with one terrific leap. She skipped 
the transition. And she still has 
to face a good many problems 
which cannot be solved jumpingly. 

Because the change was s0 
rapid, because everything hap- 
pened so quickly, there was 
no change for the de- 
velopment of a large number of 
capitalists. There simply were not 
enough people to smell the op- 
portunities of a new age. And 
when the victorious Imperial Gov- 
ernment presented the nation with 
the complete machinery of the 
capitalistic system, a few smart 
merchants were able to get hold of 
it—surprisingly few. 

Look at Mitsui & Co., Japan's 
House of Rothschild, and be im- 
pressed with its size. It handles 
one-fourth of Japan's total foreign 
trade. It controls a huge share of 
Japan’s banking capital. It is the 
leading power in the nation’s busi- 
ness, It operates cotton mills and 
steel plants, chemical factories, 
ficir mills, shipyards, cement fac- 
tories, aircraft factories, sugar re- 
fineries, silk factories, fertilizer 
factories, lumber camps, paper and 
rayon plants. It owns coal and iron 
mines, some of Japan’s biggest 
banks, warehouses, insurance com- 
panies, forests and plantations at 
home and overseas. A large fleet 
of merchant vessels is sailing un- 
der its flag. There is hardly any- 
thing that Mitsui does not manu- 
facture. There is nothing that 
Mitsui does not sell. 

Mitsui’s closest competitor is the 
Mitsubishi Company. The name 
means “three diamonds,” and is a 
firm name, not a family name. 
The house was founded in the last 
century by Baron Iwasaki whose 
descendants still run the business. 
Like’ Mitsui, it operates light and 
heavy industries, mines, banks, and 
insurance companies; it owns im- 
mense tracts of real estate and 
Japan's largest shipping line, the 
N. Y. K. Both houses together 


control roughly one-quarter of Ja-~ 


pan’s finance capital. 

Add two or three other families 
—Sumitomo, Yasuda, Okura—and 
you have accounted for one-half of 
Japan’s total wealth. 

Seventy-two million minus five 
families have to get along with the 
other half. This they find diffi- 
cult. 

Take the farmer, first. Under- 
neath its industrial veneer Japan 
remains an agricultural country. 
Half:the people live and work on

farms. There they produce the 
rice, the silk, and the soldiers for 
the Empire of the Rising Sun. 


Their holdings are smalli—two and . 


a half acres on the average.. Most 
of Japan’s land is mountainous; 
only one-sixth.is suited for culti- 
vation. Wherever there is a shred 
of top soil, the farms climb up the 
mountainside. But there is a limit, 
and the limit has been reached. 


The Japanese peasant sits on his 
miniature farm and tries to figure 
out what will be left over after the 
rent, and the taxes, and the inter 
est on his debt have been paid. He 
works by the sweat of his brow, 
knowing that he will never be able 
to make ends meet. He has no 
beasts of burden to help with the 
work—they are too expensive for 
the average farm. So he works 
with his hands, and the family 
works with him, . They will stand 
in the rice fields all day, up.to 
their knees in the chilly water, and 
some of the women will have thier 
babies on their backs because there 
is no other. place to leave them. 


The Japanese peasant has al- 
ways been poor. When Yedo was 
a thriving city, basking in the pros- 
perity of the late feudal age, the 
farmers had to‘kill their newly ar- 
rived babies; they called it “send- 
ing them back.” Today, with rice 
prices and silk prices what they 
are, and with their sons recruited 
into army or factory, their lot .is 
as desperate. Most of those farm- 
ers are tenants. They are share- 
croppers, paying their rent in rice. 
They have to pay their rent, re- 
gardless of typhoons, floods, crop 
failures. They -have to borrow, 
and -the moneylender will charge 
them interest rates up to 15 per 
cent, and .sometimes more. The 
average farmer's debt, today, 
amounts to nearly 1000 yen. His 
annual income hovers around 300 
yen, 

Out of this income he has to pay 
his taxes. <As there are no rich 
men in his district whose income 
might carry most of the tax money 
to be raised, the average farm has 
to pay more in taxes than the aver- 
age city household. It’s an old 
story too. Some 1600 years ago, 
the Emperor Nintoku climbed up 
to the roof of his castle on the hill 
of Osaka and looked around. In 
the dusk of the evening he saw the 
village fires—small, dark-red dots 
in the distance,

poverty in Mukojima Ward, on the 


_left bank of the Sumida River. 


You will find some 80,000 people, 


‘nen, women and young children, 
“who manufacture some of the lit- 


tle things and gadgets that one 
can buy in Japanese stores all over 
the world. But Mukojima is not 
a factory district. Its 80,000 people 
do their work at home, where fac- 
tory regulations are not applicable 
and where working conditions, 
therefore, are at their lowest and 
crudest. This is an unfriendly 
At high tide, 
the waters of the river: overflow, 
and crossing some of the narrow 
streets means wading through 
slimy puddles, There is no sewer 
system; on a hot summer day, the 
smell will drive you away. But 
the people of Mukojima cannot go 
away. They sit in their low, open 
houses, where they do their work 
in one room—a badly lighted room 
just above the’ street. There, the 
members of the family sit on the 
floor in a circle, and they seldom 
look up from their work. Some 
families make toys; some make 
brassware—screws, pencil 
shakers, fountain pen barrels, 
aluminum cups for radio tubes, 
steel wire springs; others knit 
gloves or finish raincoats. : 

Here is the cheapest industrial 
production in Japan and probably 
in the world today. The profit— 
not a miulion-dollar profit, to. be 
sure—goes to the middleman who 
accepts orders from the big ex- 
porting firms. He allots the work 
to any number of these wretched 
homes, 
and he comes around to collect 
the finished. product. 

You will find the same peverty 
in Fukagawa, the great proletar- 
ian suburb on the lower east side, 
You will find conditidns worse in 
nearby Nippori, where rubbish col- 
lecting is the main “industry.” 

Tokyo, in spite of its subway

Dieting Your Husband

' ARTICLE SIX. 
EAT, vegetables and fruits 
M make up the backbone of 
menus for taking weight off 
husbands, 

“But my husband won't eat vege-. 
tables!” How many times have I 
heard that! Well, he can’t dislike 
every vegetable there is. There 
must be a few that he regards tol- 
ernantly. 

Take your pencil and paper and 
make a list: broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, asparagus, egg 
plant, endive, beets and beet;tops; 
mustard greens, turnip he 
kohlirabi, okra, peppers, 
string beans, squash, tomatoes, tur- 
nips, watercress, brussels sprouts, 
carrots.

Use no 
more water than you have to, and 
cook only until done.
